PREPARE FOR ANOTHER APPEAL 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 11.—A verdict for $80,- 
900 and costs was awz:ded for the plaintiffs, 
vu. B. Loewe & Co., of Danbury, against mem- 
pers of the United Hatters’ union of North 
America in the United States District court 
tonight. 

Under the Sherman anti-trust law this 
award will be trebled, making the total 
amount $240,000. 

It took the jury four hours to reach the de- 
| cision, most of the time being spent ‘in ex- 
amining the expense account of the plaintiffs. 

The verdict is for the full amount sought. 

This famous case has been before the court 
for nine years, during which time it has gone 
te the United States Court of Appeals twice 
and once to the United States Supreme court. 


Will Appeal Case Again. 

In the first jury trial, three years ‘ago, the 
award for the plaintiff was $222,000. 

Steps were begun tonight by the defense 
to appeal the case again. 

Suit was first brought in 1902 against 240 
members of the United Hatters of North 
America residing in this state, based upon 
the allegation that a conspiracy existed to 
injure the business of D. E. Loewe & Co., 
soft hat manufacturers, because they de- 
clined to unionize their factory. 

During both trials. evidence was presented 
aiming to show that certain labor unions 
had instituted a boycott against the’ plain- 
tiffs’ business. 

Sen after the suit was brought the Amer- 
_fean Federation of Labor decided to stand 
behind the defendants and to reimburse them 
against any loss. 


Charge of Boycott Denied. 

The Anti-Boycott Society of América was 
behind the plaintiffs, so the litigation de- 
Weloped Into @ lega! battle between these two 
bodies. 

During the recent tria! President Samuel 
Gompers of the Federation of Labor, John 
Mitchell, Frank Morrison, and other noted 
labor leacérs. testified that no boycott hed 
been declared against the plaintiffs’ products. 

tn bis charge to the jury Judge James L. 
Martin pointed out that the action was based 
om the Sherman anti-trust act and declared 
if the jurors found there had been a plot to 
bercott the plaintiffs’ trade in other states 
to influence the company to unionize its 
factory, and such boycotting was actually 
resorted to, then the plaintiffs were entitled 
te such damages as had been suffered in the 
execution of the plot. 


Result of War on “Open Shop.” 

For seven years the Loewe factory in Dan- 
bury Was unionized. but in 1900 Dietrich E. 
Loewe, head of the concern, declared he 
would brook no interference from outside 
usion leaders in conducting his business. 
He refused to accede to union demands. A 
fulhous strike followed. 

| he got his factory running again 
With new hands he began to feel the power of 
the American Federation of Labor. especial- 
ly on the Pacific slope. He brought guit for 

under the Sherman Jaw on Aug. 30, 
‘1002. The case went to the Supreme court 
at once, for the Sherman law anti-conspiracy 
Clause did apply to the premises. 


Order for Second Trial. 

After the 1909 jury had awarded $222,000 
anc Costs the Supreme court sent the casé 
back for another trial because Judge James 
Platt had directed the jury to confine its 
deliberations as to what.sized damages 

. Shoulé be given and also becauee the higher 
court believed each individual defendant 
should be placed on the witness stand. Sev- 
eral hundred exceptions have been noted in 
the present trial upon which to base another 
‘@pPeal to the Supreme court.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Oct. 11.—[ Special. ]— 
Oscar N. Arebach of Chicago was held to the 
Circult court today to stand trial on a charge 
of murder. He is accused of killing Harry 
W. Fisher of Chicago, his personal friend and 
business associate, who was found dead with 


; a bullet hole in his back ina clump of bushes 


in the vicinity of their fruit farm near Bald- 
win four weeks ago. 

Sensational testimony developed at the 
preliminary hearing today before Justice of 
the Peace Barrett at Baldwin. It had been 
Suspected the authorities here would proceed 
with the prosecution of Arebach on the theory 
the motive for murder would be found in the 
alleged relations between Arebach and Mrs. 
Fisher, The hearing verified these sus- 
picions. 


Housekeeper Gives Testimony. 

Mrs. Sarah G. Sower, former housekeeper 
at the Fisher farm, testified that one morning 
when Mrs. Fisher had risen late and was 
planning to get away with her husband and 
Arebach, she went into the kitchen. 

“Has either one of my husbands calied for 
mef”’ Mrs. Sower quoted Mrs. Fisher as say- 
ing. 

‘* Yes," sald Mrs. Sower. 

* Which one?” 

** Mr. Arebach.” re 

The witness related that Mrs. Fisher ané 
Arebach had been seen much together, taat 
they had gone In bathing together, and on 
berrying expeditions with Mrs. Fisher's two 
little children. To a direct question she 
answered she never “ saw anything wrong.” 

Mrs. Sower and her husband, who was a4 
farmhand on the Fisher place, said that on 
rainy days it was a favorite pastime for the 
Fishers, Arebach, and the children to spend 
the day in the hayloft. Both testified Mrs. 
Fisher and Arebach frequently went there 
unaccompanied by Fisher, although the chil- 
dren, they said, invariably went with them. 


Physician First Witness of Day. 
The examination for the state was con- 
ducted by Prosecuting Attorney Cutler of 
Lake county and Assistant Attorney General 
McGill. Attorneys Southwaite of Manistee 
and Adams of Chicago represented Arebach. 
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J. W. Stone, who was questioned closely as 
to the wounds in Fisher's body. He main- 
tained* that had Fisher been standing, as 
Arebach says he was, the bullet that killed 
him must have been fired on a horizontal 
plane with point where the bullet entered 
the\ body. To have caused such a wound 
and to have taken such a course, Fisher 
would have had to be lying down to receive 
the lead from the rifie if it was discharged 
as Arebach said it was. 

Sheriff George Bates told of going over 
the scene of the shooting with Arebach, 
and described the condkion of the ground 
where the shooting took plate. He told of 
trying to discharge the.rifie as Arebach 
gaid it wes discharged. This was without 
reeult. 


Says Widow Sought Secrecy. 

Undertaker N. E. Weston told of his inter- 
views with Arebachand Mrs, Fisher, in which 
both exhibited an anxiety, he said, to have 
the case quietly and quickly disposed of, in 
order that they might leave Michigan with 
the body. It developed that one of Arebach’'s 
first inquiries hinged on the proposition of 
whether the coroner’s verdict would be ac- 
ceptee by the insurance companies in lieu of 
a death certificate. . 

Fisher's life was insured for $250,000 in 
three different companies. The policies were 
all made out to Mrs. Fisher, and the claims 
have been paid. 

At the close of the preliminary hearing 
Arebach’s bail was fixed at $10,000. It is be- 
Heved Chicago friends of his will sign the 
necessary bonds to obtain his release from 
jail. 


Widow Refuses to Testify. 
‘The prosecution lacked definite informa- 
tion on many features of the case which 
could be explained 18 Mrs. Fisher would 
come here to testify, but she cannot be 
brought into Michigan without a warrant 
and she refuses to come. 

Following the death of Figher, Arebach 
voluntarily surrendered himself tothe sheriff 
pending an investigation. He was held two 
weeks without a warrant, but Sherfff Bates, 
after concluding his investigation, caused 
his arrest on a charge of muréer. 

The prosecution Based its investigation 
principally on the fact that Feher and Are.

AUTO AND TRAIN KILL. 


Three men met death, light and trolley wires 
were torn down. and basements were flooded 
in the electrica! storm which swept over 
Chicago early last night. The damage was 
greatest on the northwest tice of the city 
end in the north shore suburbs. 

Valentine P. Fleming, 3230 Osgood street, 
was fatally injured while the stonm waeat its 
neight. His visiom was obscured by an um- 
orella he carried and he fell against an open 
coal hole covering in front of the Medinah 
building and was strangled by the closing 
of the two gates. 

Fleming clutched one of the chains which 
held the gates open and this caused both gates 
to close on him. as he fell. 


Dies on Way to Hospital. 

One of the City Fuel company’s wagons was 
being unloaded at the time of the accident. 
The driver and his helper were shoveling coal 
into the open hole when Fleming met the 
fatal accident. : 

While one of the men opened the gates the 
other lifted Fleming from the opening. He 
was carried into the corridor of the Medinah 
building and the police notified. 

Fleming wag stil] breathing when the police 
arrived and the patrol wagon started on the 
run with the injured man for the Practi- 
tioners’ hospital. Before the hospital was 
reached he died. He had an office tin the 
Royal Insurance building. 

This is the firet accident of the kind, the 
police say, that has ever occurred in Chicago. 


Killed by Auto in Rain. 

Charles J. Mitchell, 1584 South Talmanave- 
nue, was fatally injured when he was struck 
by an electric automobile owned and driven 
by Miss Clara Black. 4549 Oakenwald ave- 
nue. Mitchell was crossing Ellis avenue at 
Forty-fifth street, and had his heac partly 
lowered to shield his face from the rain and 
failed to see the: machine. He was hurried 
to the Lakeside hospital by the police, but 
died five minutes later. 

Miss Black lives with her brother, Greene 
V. Black. a dean at the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Dental school. In the machine with 
her were her father and mother. They were 
not held by the police. 

Another fatality which the police describe 
to the rain storm occurred at Eighty-fifth 
street and the Rock Isiand tracks. Antonio 
Celeste, an Italian; residing at 8436 Union 
aventie, Was crossing the tracks and did not 
see an approaching train. He died from his 
injuries at St.. Bernard's hospital. 


Charged Rail Kills Horses. 

Two horses were electrocuted by stepping 
on charged street car rails, and two men on 
the wagon to which the horses were attachéd 
were slightly shocked at Sixty-fourth and 
Grand avenues. 


A short time after this socidént an electric j. 


light wire at North Robey street and West 
Chicago avenue was struck by lightning and 
lights in that vicinity were extinguished until 
the damage had been repaired.

HINT OF GRAFT IN ENGLAND 
BRINGS DENIAL BY BIG MEN. 


Great Rise in Marconi Shares—Lloyd-, 
George and Isaacs Say They Did Not 
Profit. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—A heated debate on the 
British government's contract with the Mar- 
coni Wireless company for the éstablish ment 
of an invperia) wireless service took place to- 
day in the house of comomns. 

Attorney General Sir Rufus Ieaace, Post- 
master General Herbert Samuele, and Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. Vavid Lioyd-George 
denied emphatically that they had profited by 
the government's contract with Marconi. 

Several newspapers had demanded an in- 
vestigation and had strongly hinted that cor- 
ruption underlay the remarkable rise in the 
price of Marcon! shares from 83.75 to $46 be- 
fore the public knew of the agreement. 

Several members of parliament attacked 
the government for making a contract with- 
out giving other wireless systems a chance 


RECORD TAX PAID 
BY ASTOR ESTATE 


Constitutes Largest Inherit- 
ance Levy Ever Made in 
New York State. 


CHECK IS FOR $3,150,000. 


New York, Oct. 11.—[8pecial.}—The total 
estate of the late Col. John Jacob Astor will 
appraise at many millions less than has been 
supposed. This was indicated today when a 
messenger from the office of Carter, Ledyard 
& Milburn, attorneys for the executors, went 
to the stare controlier’s office at Albany with 
a check for $3,150,000, representing the trans- 
fer tax, as computed on the present estimate 
of the value of the estate by the executors, 
This is the largest inheritance tax ever paid 
on a single estate in New York state. 

The amount of the tax indicates that the 
executors have computed the net value of the 
estate, after all debts, commissions of execu- 
tors, and other deductions have been made, 
at $77,826,000. Previous estimates of the 
value of the estate have ranged from §75,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000, with the Astor real estate 
frequently appraised at $100,000,000. 


Tentative Appraisal, $62,850,000, 

The tentative appraisal of the Astor real 
estate, made by the experts agreed upon by 
Lewis Cass Ledyard Jr., counsel for the 
estate, and John Quinn. special counsel for 
the state controller, is $62,850.000 This does 
not include the elaborate country piace at 
Rhinebeck, which has not yet been appraised 
by representatives of the state controller. 

Col. Astor left all but about $10,000,000 of 
his property to his son, William Vincent 
Astor. and the figures upon which the pay- 
ment are based show that the residuary 
estates. willed to the eldest son, js valued 
at $67,826,000. 

While the total estate is so much legs than 
was generally supposed, the appraisal of the 
real eetate {s still many millions higher than 
the assessed valuation of the property on the 
city tax books. 


Exceed Tax Assessments. 

Upon this point, it was said today at’ the 
office of the «pecial attorney for the state 
controller, that a comparison of the tax as- 
sessments leads to the conclusion that the 
figures of the appraisers “in a considerable 
number of cases exceed the tax assessments.” 

It is believed, however, that the totals will 
not be changed, since both the state and 
the Astor executors have agreed to accept 
the figures of the appraisers as conclusive. 

No appraisal has yet been made of ‘the 
stocks, bonds, mortgages, and similar per- 
sonal property belonging to the estate, but 
it was learned. today that the executors 
base the value of thie division of the prop- 
erty at $13,074,000.

FAINTS AT THE . VERDICT. 


Once Convieted and Sentenced. buat 
Got a New Trial. 


Another was added yesterday to the list of 
women acquitted of murder in Cook county 
when a jury tn Judge Cooper’s court ac- 
quitted Mrs. Sadie Blaha. The woman, ale 
leged owner of a resort at 1905 West Madison 
street, was charged with killing Morris 
Sturm, a salesman, who was fatally shot in 
her house on Nov. 6, 1010. 

Mrs. Blaha fainted in the arms of her law- 
yer, Edwerd Maher, when the verdict was 
read. On a previous trial she. was found 
guilty and sentenced to seventeen years by 
Judge Scanlan. 


Was Granted New Trial, : 
A new trial was granted on the ground that 
the woman was not properly represented. 
Sturm, according to the evidence presented, 
was shot four times by Martin McGary, a 
bartender emptoyed by Mrs. Blaha, after the 
latter had been elapped by the salesman. 
McGary fled after the shooting and Is still at 


liberty. : 

Assistant State’s Attorney Jeremiah Sulli- 
van, in his closing address to the jury, de- 
clared the defendant had beer proven guilty 
of the murder beyond every reasonable 
doubt. and recommended imprisonment in 
the penitentiary.

cepted the post of umpire or third arbitrator |; 
in the arbitration proceedings growing out | 
of the street railway labor controversy, as | 
forecast in the morning by THE TRIBUNE. 
During the cay announcement also was - 
made of the appointment of two arbitrators | 
for the elevated railway companies and their 
employés in a similar comtroversy. Attor- 
ney Wallace Heckman will act for the cor- 
porations, and Attorney Jacob C. Le Bosky + 
will represent the workers. i 


First Elevated Conference Monday. 

The first meeting of the elevated road arbi> | 
trators will.be held on Monday, in the office | 
of Attorney Heckman. By the terms of an t 
agreement between the companies and the 
men, the two arbitrators must first try to 
reach an agreement on the wage points and - 
working conditions involved. If they are un- 
able to’ de so, they are empowered to select 
a third arbitrator, or umpire. 

Mr. Heckman waé arbitrator for the Metro- 
politan elevated in the settlement of the wage 
contract in 1008. He is a director of the 
South Side "L,”’ and of the Chicago Rail- | 
ways compeny. Mr. Le Bosky has repre- 
sented the employés on a number of occa- | 
sions when an agreement was reached with- 
out arbitration. 

Judge Carter's accepiance as umpire in 
the surface car labor matter was received 
with satisfaction yesterday by citizens gen- 
erally, the employes involved, officials of. 
the street railway companies, end Mayor 
Harrison. . : 

“T am giad that Judge Carter has ape- 
cepted,” said the mayor. “Ofcourse, we were 
in hopes he would but the pressure of his 
work delayed the decision. 

“It was understood at the suggestion of 
Judge Carter’s name that he would not act 
until after the October term of court. If he 
had decHned it would have thrown the contro- 
versy back to just where It started and per- 
haps have prevented settlement altogether.” 


Carter’s Letter of Acceptance. 

Judge Carter’s letter of acceptance, dated 
from Springfield, follows: 

“Mayor Carter H. Harrison, Judge Kick- 
ham Scanian, Harvey B. Fleming—Gentle- 
men—I have decided to act as third arbi- 
trator to assist in settling the differences 
between the street rallway companies and 
their employes. 

“In reaching this decision I have been 
compelled to keep in mind my duties as a 
member of the Supreme court of this state. 
Ordinarily a member of the court of last 
resort should not accept responsibilities yn- 
connected with its work. The duties of such 
a work, especially in a great estate like Ili- 
nois, are 80 many and important that-no 
member of the court has time or strength to 
give to outside matters. 

‘During recent years the work of the eouyt 
has been so pressing the judges have hardly 
been able to average a three weeks’ vacation 
annually. Delay in deciding cases dften 
amounts to @ denial of justice. 


Try to Keep Abreast of Work. ° 

“Every member of this court is desirous 
of keeping abreast of its work. Todo this re- 
quires the active and continual] coSperation 
of every judge. | 

“At the opening of this October term we 
were fortunate in having every opinion writ- 
ten in every case at issue. The work of this 
term, however, is greater than at amy term 
simce my connection with the court. While 
in session at Springfield it is impossible for 
the work to proceed satisfactorily if any 
judge is absent. 

“* Moreover, for me to act on an arbitration 
board, even when the court is not in session, 
means that my share of the work must be heft 
untouched while I am giving attention to 
arbitration matters. Then, too, there is no 
certainty that legal complications may not 
arise hereafter out of this arbitration. For 
these and @ther reasons I have hesitated te 
undertake this task. 


Feels Duty as a Citizen. 

“Im these cays, when courts are being so 
sharply criticised, it is very essential that 
judges should refrain from any act that 
could rightly be condemned. Doubtless some 
will think that it is improper for a judge of 
a court of last resort to serve on a board 
of arbitration. But by his election as a 
judge a man does not cease to be a citigen. The 
duties of citizenship may require of him a 
public service not strictly judicial. I be- 
lieve this is a service of that character. 

“You have all repeatedly insisted it is 
practically impossible at the present time to 
agree upon any other man as third arbitrator 
—that my refusal to serve may mean a strike. 
with all of its attending evils. In view of 
the peculiar and extraordinary situation that 
seems to have arisen I have reluctantly 
reached the conclusion that I should accept 
this appointment. 

“In accordance with your suggestion at 
our last conference, as soon as the October 
term of the Supreme court adjourns I will 
return to Chicago and meet with the other 
two arbitrators for the purpose of arranging 
for the hearing of this matter.

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BURTON CITES WILSON'’S BOOK 


Points to Credit Given Republic- 
ans for Prosperity. . 


TAFTITE TENT. 


SPEAKS IN 


Comes with Speakers Touring on the

Woodrow Wilson's writings were used by 
United States Senktor Theodore E. Burton 
of Ohio last night to sustain his contention 
that business depression ts to be feared under 
Democratic rule. The senator made the prin~ 
cipal address in the big Republican tent at 
Armitage avenue and Kimball street. 

Quoting from Mr. Wilson’s ‘* History of 
the American People,’ the Ohioan read the 
Democratic nominee's reference to the years 
1893 to 1896 as ‘ those fatal years of depres- 
sion,” and also the Wilson description of 
the great poverty and depression which came 
upon the agriculture and mining regions of 
the west apd south. 

In this chapter ét his history, Gov. Wilson 
asserted, according to the senator, that “ all 
of the larger cities and manufacturing towns 
teemed with unemployed workingmen, who 
were with the utmost difficulty kept from 
starvation by the systematic efforte of or- 
ganized. charity." 

Appeals to Wilson as Historian. 

“ Then, after reciting,’ continued the sena- 
tor, ‘‘that millions of American gold went 
across the sea to pay foreign creditors, Mr. 
Wilson used these words on page 263 of 
volume i of his work: ‘ Not until the year 
1897, when the Republican administration 
came in, did the crisis seem to be past.’ 

“TIT appeal from Woodrow Wilson, Demo- 
cratic candidate for the presidency, to Wood- 
row Wilson, impartial and dispassionate his- 
torian. Is it quite fair that he should ask 
the people of the United States to drive from 


power a Republican administration when, as. 


he has said, the crisis due to the last Demo- 
cratic administration did not séem to be past 
until the Republican party came into power 
in the year 1897?" 

The Ohio senator came to Chicago on the 
Republican tariff train, which has been tour- 
ing the country. He leid emphasis upon 
the point, that to enable the voters to decide 
upon the candidacy of Gov. Wilson and vot- 
ing the Democratic ticket on the one hand, 
and for President Taft and the Republican 
ticket upon the other, it was not necessary 
to argue the question of the comparative 
merits of a revenue or a protective tariff as 

a general proposition. 


Speaks for Protective Tariff. 

*Suppose,”’ continued the senator, “ the 
friends of President Taft and those who are 
supporting his candidacy were to concede 
that a revenue only tariff was a proper eco- 
omic policy, that is not the question today. 
Gov. Wilson, the Democratic party platform 
adopted at Baltimore, and the Demécratic 
majority in the house of representatives, all 
alike point to a sudden and drastic change 
under which the protective principle will be 
entirely abandoried and a revenue or free 
trade principle adopted in its place. 

“Our whole business and social Hfe for 
fifty years has been adjusted to a protective 
tariff syetem.”

Townsend’s Stopping Wilson 
Rally as Friends Call for 
Mayor Stirs ‘H.-H.’ Men. 


BRANDED ‘SIMON. LEGREF’ 


Chairman, However, Denies Any 
Affront Was Intended for 
Harrison Allies. 


The action of J. J. Townsend, “ harmony ”’ 
chairman of the Democratic campaign com- 
mittee, in dismissing the audience at the 
Seventh Regiment armory just as some of 
Mayor Harrison’s friends were calling upon 
him for a speech to follow Governor, Wood- 
row W ilson, has placed what little harmony 
existed before into Mr. Wilson's ewn per- 
sonal “‘cocked hat.'’ 

Yesterday the Harrison men loudly ex- 
pressed the umbrage they had taken at what 
they declared to be an insult to thé mayor. 
Mr. Harrison himself was caustic in his 
references to the meeting, and while the Sul- 
livan men loudly proclaimed that no slight 
had been intended, the net result was the 
instant departure of the dove of peace which 
has been hovering about the outskirts of 
The mayor’s com- 
ment was brief but to the pint. 


Mayor Makes Statement. 

“I wish to state,’ he said, “ that I disown 
any connection with arrangements for the 
Wilson meeting. A political gathering with 
6,000 pergons present dismissing at a quarter 
to 9 o'clock makes me laugh.’ 

Congressman A. J. Sabath, the H-H chair- 
man of the H-H county committee, was lecs 
outspoken and went into more detalle in 
denouncing Mr. Townsend. 

“Qur friend, James J. Townsend, who is 
temporarily: plaving the réle* of ‘Simon 
Legree’ for John Mé¢Gillen’s aéd4ustable 
democracy, used his club at the Seventh Regi- 
ment armory in a characteristic way,” sald 
Mr. Sabath. ‘‘ Just Jook at what took place. 
Gov. Wilson spoke for half an hour.: He was 
followed by Dudley Field Malone of New 
York and Edward F. Dunne, both of whom 
spoke briefly. 


Audience Calls for Speech. 

“The audience called for Mayor Harrison 
for a speech, but Mr. Townsend, ‘ after hav- 
ing been advised in the premises,’ adjourned 
the meeting under the gavel at 8:45, while 
thousancs of earnest people, who wanted to 
hear the issues of the campaign discussed, 
were compelled to leave th armory because 
{it was so willed by Towrttsend at the behest 
of M¢Gillen. 

‘Is this the brand of harmony these so- 
called Democrats are handing out? The 
mayor of Chicago, who was present, was 
ready to raise his voice on behalf of Gov.

Declares Federal Commission Is Just 
What Monopolists Want. 


Canton, O., Oct. 11.—Gov. Woodrow Wil- 
son, in developing today his argument that 
“the thought of the leading men of the 
United States Steel corporation is behind 
the third party program with regard to the 
regulation of trusts,’ said in a speech here: 
“It is a very significant fact that George 
W. Perkins is himself back of this program. 
I would not intimate to you any corrupt or 
improper influences. Mr. Perkins has just 
as much right to his opinian and just as much 
right to urge it upon the American people 
as I have, but Mr. Perkins has disclosed his 
whole thought in investigations before con- 
gress, 

“On one occasion, for example, in testify- 
ing before the committee of the senate, he 
said there ought to be an industrial com- 
mission before whom gentlemen desiring to’ 
conybine should ‘ay’their plans, and have 
them accepted or rejected, and if they were 
accepted, that should exempt them from the 
operations of the clause of the Sherman act 
forbidding combinations in restraint of 
trade,”’ 


For Gentlemanly Monopoly. 

“In other words he wants a commission 
which will permit! under regulation, the 
process of combinations and monopoly, and, 
therefore. I take-it for granted that that is 
what is in the third party’s thought and in its 
program. because I am interegted not in 
where Mr. Roosevelt’s money comes from, 
but where his ideas come from and I see 
multiplying signs that his ideas come from 
those who have set up monopoly and who 
naturally with to maintain it, though they 
are willing to be pitiful to us and considerate, 
and to conduct themselves like gentlemen. 
Now I am no more in favor of a gentlemanly 
monopoly than one that is rude and impolite.” 

The governor in the same speech gave his 
ideas on regulating competition. 

“You will say; ‘Will you set up competi- 
tion by statute? Be {ft resolved that men 
shall compete with one another? I am not 
as innocent as 1 rook,” said the nominee. 
“IT am not maintaining that you can com- 
mand men to compete. 


Wants Obstacles Remeved. 

* But I do say yo.. can remove the now In- 
fuperable impediments, the insuperable ob- 
stacles to competition. No man ought, 
for example, be allowed to come in and com- 
pete in a local marlicet at prices at which 
he ts not selling elsewhere, in order to make 
it impossible for a beginner in the enterprige 
to get a local foothold. 

"No body of men who control 75 per cent 
of the iron mines of the country ought to be 
allowed to discriminate in the price at which 
they sell the'r tron ae 
are in the combine and those who are not; 
because we cannot allow the raw materiale 
and mineral resources of this country: to be 
monopolized and privately controlled.” 

The govermor paid tribute to the memory 
of President McKinley, declaring that just 
before he died he showed “* symptoms of ad- 
justment to the new age such as his suc- 
cessors have not exhibited ” and foresaw the 
necessity for elasticity in the tariff and 
‘reciprocal trade relations with the world.”

In the melting pot protectionists found 
themselves side by side with rank free trad- 
ers.

The capitalistic prese of the country turned 
itself loose in deriding this and similer s0- 
clalistic measures. Never before had there 
beeh such a combination against labor as 
such, Heretofore it had not been considered 
desirable to array all other political creeds 
against labor, but it seemed that the time hed 
come when they step was neceseary.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 11.—At today’s ses- 
wion of the trial of the forty-five men ac 
cused of consipracy for the illegal interstate 
shipment of dynamite, the government in- 
dicated it would go thoroughly into the ex- 
plosions in the west, possibly throwing light 
om the mysterious disappearances of F. A. 
Schmitt and Dawid Caplan, alleged acoom-

Caplan and Schmitt were indicted tn Los 
Angeles county on a charge of murder, but 
never Were discovered. 

From the time he arrived in San Francisco 
on Aug. 19, 1910, until he left Los Angeles a 
few hours ‘before the Los Angeles Times ex- 
plosion, J. B. MoNamara’s whereabouts, 
with the exception of a few nights, were 
accounted for by the name “J. B. Brice” 
written on hotel regtsters. ~ 


“Brioe’ "Traced to Seattle. 

“Brice” was traced to Seattle, Wash., 
where on Aug. 80 he sought from J. D. Wag- 
ner, teacher ih a technical schoo], informa- 
tion on how to create a spark without the use 
of a fulminating cap. Eugene A. Clancy, a 
San Francsico labor leader, was in Seattle 
at that time, the government asserts. The 
next day an office building under construc- 
tion in Beattie was blown up. 


Explosion in Los Angeles. 

Walter L. Smith, in a hotel at Los Angeles, 
identified the signature of ‘‘ A. Tveitmore ” 
as that of a guest who was in Los Angeles 
before “ Brice" arrived the last time. 

At 1 o'clock the next morning the explosion 
occurred. According to telegrams produced 
by the government, McNamare was 200 miles 
away en route to Salt Lake City, Utah. 

Henry Dobberahm identified a photograph 
of James B. McNamaraas the “ F. Sullivan " 
who registered at a Chicago hotel about the 
time an attempt as made # blow up a plant 
in South Chicago in February, 1911.

There are some other nice young people, 
two attractive girls, and a young fop all 
thrown together in intimate social fashion, 
and the regeneration of the latter and the 
pairing off of the four furnish situations 
delightfully fresh and interesting. Mrs. 
Burnham teaches good motives and fine 
ideals, with never a mention of it, by simply 
putting that thing so fascinatingly before one 
that it is irresistible. Nor can she cherish 
Malice in the least; characters which other 
writers would have made merely hard ex- 
amples of miserable dispositions she creates 
vividly, then searches out in them the. deep 
hidden bit of kindliness and brings them in 
for their share of the reader’s affections, too.

Pickled Walnuts.

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Caring for the Roses. 
BY EBEN E, REXFORD. 


¥ method for the winter protection of the 

rose is this: I lay the bushes fiat- on 

the ground and cover them with four or 

five inches of dry earth. Then I cover 

this earth with something that will shed 
rain pretty effectually. I find that a soil that 
gets soaked through in fall is exceedingly harm- 
ful to the plants covered by it.; When they are 
uncovered in spring they will look all right, but 
in a short time the stalke will begin to turn 
black, and examination will show that the bark 
has been killed by the water contained in the 
soil, <A covering can be made of thin boards, 
put on shingle fashion, that will keep out most 
of the water from fall rains, provided it is high 
enough in the center to give considerable slope 
to the boards. But old oilcloth, canvas, or 
tarred sheeting paper is better than boards be- 
cause more thoroughly proof against the admis- 
sion of water and is much easier to put on. 

If the canes of your roses are thick and stiff, 
as those of many varieties are, you will have to 
do careful work among them to avoid breaking 
or splitting them. A cane that is cracked or 
split in the attempt to lay it down might as well 
be cut entirely away at once, for it will be 
almost sure to die in Winter. 

Before laying the bushes down I would advise 
heaping earth about the base of each plant. This 
will give you & bank of soil over waich to bend 
the stalks in such a manner as to avoid all 
abrupt and sudden bends, i ey it substitutes 
curves for acute angles. : 

i oe ; 

Do not hurry through this part of the work. 
Hurried work is almost always work poorly 
done. Before beginning to y down your 
bushes provide yourself with a pair of thick 
eanvas or leather gloves. 
to bend a bush over take hold of the portion 
near its base with the left hand and hold it 
firmly, whue you are at work, farther up with 
the right hand. You will feel'the bush “ giv- 
ing” under the grasp of your left hand, and the 
support it gets at that point will enable you to 
do the work in such a manner as to avoid all 
injury. Provided you work carefully and leis- 
urely. You must be content to work slowly, for 
it takes some time to adjust a bush to its new 
conditions without doing harm, Patience will 
accomplish what mere strength cannot. 

When you have the bush flat on the ground 
lay strips of boards across its branches to hold 
them in position until you can apply ‘the earth 
covering. This will be absolutely negessary, as 
the natural elasticity of the bush wfil cause it 
to attempt to resume an upright position as 
goon as you relax your hold on it, Here is 
where two can do much more effective work 
than one. Indeed, large bushes cann be han- 
died satisfactorily by one person. 

Strips of boards, unless they are od heavy,

will not be sufficient to hold the busheg{in place, 
therefore it will be necessary to weight them 
down with stones or something heavy enough 
to prevent them from giving way to the attempt 
on the part of the bush to regain its ofiginal 
position. On no account place stones on the 
bushes themselves. Put them ion the ends of 
the boards. @t will not be necessary to remove 
these boards or strips when covering the bushes 
with earth. 
—~e 

It will be seen from what has been sald above 
that you will need strips, stones, or something 
else weighty and material for the upper cover- 
ing when you protect your roses. All these 
things should be got together in advance in 
order to save labor and time and simplify the 
work. 

I speak of the protection of roses this month. 
because there will be no op-ortunity to do so 
later on. It must not be understood that pro- 
tection is to be given early in| the season. No 
covering should be applied before ‘the first of 
November, and not then if the weather is warm. 
To cover the plants before cold weather sets in 
will do them positive harm. 

But be sure to get all your material together 
while the weather is pleasant., The protection 
that many give their plants amounts to Iittle 
simply because the work is not'done well. It is 
not a pleasant job to attempt to lay down and 
cover stubborn bushes when the weather is cold 
enough to make your cheeks tingle, and if you 
have to hunt up material with which to do the 
work after you have begun it you will be pretty 
certain to’'make a poor job of it.

Answers to Correspondents. 


MRS. C. B. C.: The fuchsia is not a winter 
bloomer, with the exception of one or two vari- 
eties, and these are not of the best. The irfi- 
pression seems to prevail quite extensively that 
it is one of our best winter flowering plants, 
and we see specimens of it in nearly all win- 
dow gardens. But it is seldom that we find a’. 
flower on it from October to March, | Speciosa 
is the best winter. blooming variety we have. 
This has single flowers of red and carmine. 
Even this variety will seldom bloom in winter, 
unless the plants are prevented from blooming 
during summer. The place for the fuchsia in 
winter is the cellar. If brought up in March 
and started into growth it will generally come 
into bloom by May: and continue to blossom 
freely throughout the summer. \

N. N.L.: The best rose for winter flowering 
is probably Agrippina. The variety is & dark 
crimson, not very double, or large, but ——. 
ly fragrant and a free bloomer.

MRS: S. &. G.: There are two varieties of 
aspidistra in general cultivation. A. lufida has 
dark green foliage. A. lurida variegata has foli- 
age of dark green, striped with cream and pale 
yellow. This is the most desirable sort.

MRS. W. T.: Shrubs can be set in the fall 
after they* have reopened the growth of the 
season. Disturb their roots as Little as pos- 
sible in removal. Have the place in which you 
propose to plant them in readiness before you 
Hft them, and get them into the ground as soon 
as possible. ‘Water well. Cut away about half 
of the old top.

F.: The hollyhock is entirely hardy, but {it is 
frequently injured in winter by water which 
collects about the plant and induces decay. My 
method of protection is to invert a box over 
each plant and bank up about it with earth. 
This prevents water from settling about the 
crown of the plant and coming in contact with 
the thick foliage, which will speedily decay if 
allowed to remain damp, in which case injury 
will result, as the disease will be cofnmunicated 
to the crown. The boxes used to cover the_ 
plants should not be air tight. If there are~ 
not cracks in them, bore several holes to admit 
air. If the plants are on high, well drained 
ground this protection will not be necessary, 
but I find it well worth while to give it when 
the earth about them is so igvel that water will 
not run off readily. ig

S. S. D.: You can buy small plants of azalea, 


well set with buds, in November and December. 
Plants a foot across will probably cost a dollar 
or a dollar and a half. Larger specimens will 
cost considerably more, but these are well worth 
the extra price charged for them.

MRS. F. G.: Don’t be disappointed if your 
pansies fail to bloom in the house in winter. 
Whoever told you that they would do well there 
didn’t know what she was talking about. The 
pansy likes a cool temperature and plenty of 
mojsture in the air. In our overheated dwell- 
ings, where the’ oxygen is burned out of the 
air, it will soon die. Even if it were able to 
withstand the debilitating effects of too much 
heat the red spider would be sure to attack it, 
and that woyld mean speedy death. 

. 

A.: Cut away the tops of your chrysauthe- 
mums as soon as the flowering period ‘is over 
and set the pots containing the roots of the 
plants in the cellar. Keep them there until 
March. Then bring them to the light and apply 
water, and in a short time a great many sprouts 
will be sent up. From these young shoots 
plants can be made for next season. Cut ‘away 
each one with @ bit of root attached, and plant 
in small pots at first, shifting to larger ones 
as the old ones become filled with roots.

WEAVER TAKEN TO 


MERCY HOSPITAL 


Injured Shortstop After Par- 
tial Recovery Has Relapse 
on Way Home. 


FEAR BRAIN CONCUSSION. 


BY HANDY ANDY. . 

The injury to George “ Buck ” Weaver, the 
youthful shortstop of the White Sox, who 
was. carried off the field yesterday follow- 
ing a collision with Capt. Lord In an attempt 
to catch a short fly bail], may be of a serious 
nature, according to Dr. James H. Blair, the 
club physician, who announced last night 
that Weaver had been taken to Mercy hos- 
pital in an unconscious condition and shows 
symptoms of concussion of the brain. 

Weaver lay limp and helpless on the fleld 
after the collision and was carried to the 
club house, where, after fifteen minutes, he 
regained consciousness. The accident oc- 
curred in the eighth inning and the sume 
went on through twelve innings, after vghich 
the players of the Sox team went to the club 
house to dress. Weaver was lying on the 
rubbing table and had been in the care of 
Dr. Biair. 

While he seemed to have revived, it was 
noticed he was still {n a half dazed con- 
cition and replied only ip part to questions 
from his team mates. Capt. Lord in the 
meantime had dressed and left the grounds 
little the worse for the shakeup. 


Weaver Faints on Way Home. 

Some of the players thought Weaver didn’t 
even recognize them after the game was 
over, but passed it off by supposing it was 
only because of feeling sick after the mis- 
hap. They joked with him in an attempt 
to brace him up, but Weaver, whe generally 
is the liveliest one of them all, would only 
smile in a half hearted manner. 

Manager Callahan then ordered a taxicab 
and asked Dr. Blair to take the boy home 
and see that he was properly cared for, The 
doctor put him under a shower bath, helped 
him to dress, then started away in the taxi 
for Weaver’s rooming house. 

On the way Weaver was taken with a faint- 
ing ‘spell and lapsed tnto unconsciousness 

more, whereup Dr. Blair ordered the 

yer to go directly to the hospital. Weaver 
was carried to a room and Dr. Blair worked 
until 9 o’clock without being able to bring 
him back toa normal condition. 

At a later hour he announced that Weaver 
scemed to be resting easily, and if heshowed 
further symptoms of concussion of the brain 
other physicians would be immediately called 
to make: an examination. 

Player Bruised on Head, 
‘After the collision Weaver showed he head 


been bumped in the head. probably by the 
elbows of Capt. Lord. There was a slight 


| cut on the upper Hp, a ecratch over one eye 


and a slight bruise on the left side of the 
head just: in front of the ear’ It was the 
latter bruise that caused Dr. Blair to fear 
there had been a fracture of the skull. 

Weaver's home is in Stowe, Penn., where 
his father now resides. He is not married. 
Hie mother died last spring. 


EVERY WINNER TO GET $4,000. 


Receipts for World’s Series Broken in 
the Eastern Games—Each Loser 
to Get $2,500. 


With the completion of the fourth game 
in the worlds series at New York yes- 
terday the players’ participation in the prof- 
its of the series ends.

battled under the fiercest kind of conditions 
yesterday on Comiskey park and when dark- 
ness compelled them to stop the score was 
3 to3. That makes twenty-one rounds these 
two rivals have fought without issue and it 
means they must start a]! over again on the 
south side lot today in another effort to decide 
who Is entitled to the first victory. 

A head-on collision between Lord and 
Weaver in the eighth inning, stretching both 
athletes on the wet grass unconscious until 
they were carried to the bench; a desperate 
rally by the apparently defeated Callabans, 
in which Ernie Johnson ¢arned undying glory 
in the ninth inning, and a brilliant stab by 
Capt. Tinker when it seemed as if nothing on 
earth could save the Cubs from defeat in the 
same ninth round, were among the features 
of that great combat, which may be Weaver's 
last battle. 


Cicotte Strong at Start. 

For seven innings Eddie Cicotte, second 
choice of the White Sox slab staff, outpitched 
Larry Cheney, best card|in the Cub pack, but 
it was practically an é@ven break between 
them because each team had scored one run. 
Out of many opportunities to count off 
Cheney the Sox improved none by their own 
efforts, buf were given @ tally on an error. 
Out of two chances to count against Cicotte 
the Cubs grabbed one and earned their run. 

It looked as if Cicotte had escaped for the 
day the influence of his jinx and was in fora 
win if the Callahans cogid scratch one more- 
counter. Two Cubs went out in the eighth 
inning before said jinx got busy. Then Ward 
Miller popped a Texas l¢aguer into short left 
ffeld. Back went Weaver and in came Lord, 


utter oblivion of the fact the other was tear- 
ing madly toward the samespot. The roar of 
the crowd deadened all warning cries, if any 
were given, and made ft impossible for the 
players to hear each other, if elther yelled. 


Blows Knock Out Both. 

Just as the ball came down Weaver made 
a final lunge, reached it, but was struck on 
the jaw by Lord’s knee or shoulder—neither 
knew or ever will know which—as Harry 
plunged forward, expecting to catch the ball 
himself. It was a glancing blow, and the 
two athletes, carried on in opposite direc- 
tions by sheer momentum, fell to earth many 
yards apart, inert, helpless, completely out. 

While a shudder of dread and dismay ran 
through the crowd, causing even the case 
hardened fan to turn/his eyes away from 
those white clad heaps of relaxed brawn and 
muscle, the Sox stood for an instant as if- 
dazed by the disaster. That instant proved 
fatal, for Ward Miller, grasping the eitua- 
tion In a flash, went tearing around the bases 
at top speed, while the bail he had hit lay 
half way between those two still forms in 
white. 

Miller Beats Play at Third. 

Zeider and Bodie started for the ball at the 
game time, and Cicotte ran to cover the un- 
protected third base. Bodie was first to pick 
up the escaped sphere, and winged it to 
Cicotte just as Miller slid desperately into 
third base. Cicotte made a plucky and a 
quick play of it, and apparently tagged the 
runner in time. Brennan, whose decision & 
was, shook his head and called Miller safe. 
His wae the only verdict that cut any figure, 
and it went, right or wrong. 

There was a long delay while first ald was 
rushed to the injured athietes from all di- 
rections, and they were carried from the field 
te the home bench. Lord was able to walk 
the last few yards to the rathskeller, but 
Weaver was seriously hurt. They waited 
many minutes to see if either could continue, 
then Callahan decided to put Mattick in left 
and Ernie Johnson at short. 


i Cubs Go to Front. 

Putting all their force into the attack at 
this psychological moment, when they knew 
their opponents were staggering and groggy, 
the Cubs took masterly advantage of that 
wreck. While Cicotte was still unnerved, 
‘Tinker soaked a single just inside of third 

and ecored Miller, breaking the tie. 
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Heroes in Baseball 
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throw from Cicotte, Garin for second end 
gave the Sox a chase until a throw by Borton 
hit him in the back and gave him his life at 
second. Zimmerman followed with @ crash- 
ing single to center, scoring Tinker with what 
looked like the cinching tally. Here Cicotte 
settled and #truck out Schulte. 

The Sox half of the eighth and the Cub half 
of the ninth passed without event. Going 
into the last half of the ninth tworunsto the 
good, Cheney relaxed his vigilance a bit and 
passed Borton, first up. Larry pitched fox- 
fly to Zeider and struck him put. Then came 
Ernie Johnson, the only native Chicagoan on 
either team, himeelf a_resident of the south 
side and a White Sox rooter since he learned 
te talk. 


Johnson Raps Out Triple. 

Perhaps Cheney held this stripling, who 
had been pressed into the game unexpectedly, 
toolightly. Perhaps he thought Ernie's heart 
‘would be In his throat and he would swing 
wildly at anything. Whatever Larry 
thought, he stuck the first one over, and the 
graduate of Chicago's prairie lots swung, not 
wildly, but wisely and well. He met the ball 
squarely and whaled ft far out between right 
and center into the swampy land. Before 
Schulte and Miller, splashing through the 
puddles, could get the ball back to the inner 
works Borton was over the pan and Johnson 
was on third. 

Easterly, with three straight hits already 
under his belt, came next and slashed a flerce 
one elong the left foul line for two bases, 
tying the game up again. The earth beneath 
quaked and the skies above were shattered 
by the tremendous rooting of the Sox ad- 
herents, who saw impending defeat averted. 

Callahan sent himself to bat in this pinch in 
place of Cicotte and put Red Kuhn on second 
to run for Easterly, since one more score 
would win. The Sox pilot fouled twice and 
the second foul dropped into Saier’s mitt. 


Tinker Makes Brilliant Stab. 

Rath followed with a low fly between short 
and’third almost on a Hine. Apparently it 
was beyond reach ofanybody. Tinker, dash- 
ing back and diagonelly across the flight of 
the sphere, stuck up his left hand and pinched 
it after it had passed over his head. That 
play retired the side and cut off the run which 
Kuhn surely would have scored, for he was 
over third base when the Cub captain per- 
fermed his miracte.

‘Until today the 2:07% of The Monk and 
Equity at Memphis in 1904 was the best for 
a pair of trotters. They were owned by 
Cc. K. G. Billings, who today saw thelr mile 
beaten by another pair under his ownership. 
Charles Tanner held the reins. 

The original program for praised S exhibition 
called for Charlie Mitchell, 2:04%4, as Uhlan’s 
mate, and he came on.the track with thé 
champion. After jogging the horses around 
the course Tanner took the word wide from 
the pole so there might be no trouble in 
rounding the first turn at high speed. Be- 
fore that point was reached Mitchell broke 
and the pair was pulled up. 


Substitutes Lewis Forest. 

On the next attempt Mitchell again left his 
feet at the same spot, and the third time 
down Uhlan joined him in jumping. Mr. 
Billings then decided to substitute Lewile 
Forrest for Mitchell, and in twenty minutes 
the new pair appeared. 

This time there. was no faltering or break- 
ing. The two black geldings scored with 
Uhian, although the smaller horse, on the 
“off’’ side, this being done by Tanner because 
it was evident that if. the record was to be 
lowered the champion would have to pull all 
the weigh? for the better part of the mile. 

With their gait in absolute untson, the pair 
passed the quarter in :31%, and when the 
figures were displayed there were cheers 
from the crowéd and it was plain a new record 
would be made uniess one of the horses 
broke. 

The second quarter was the fastest of dis 
mile, If the official] timing for that part of the 
journey ifs to be accepted, as the timers first 
hung out 1:01%, them replaced those figures 
with 1:00% and stuck to it, although Tanner, 
who drove the horses, Mr. Billings, who owns 
them, and twenty other capable timers stand-- 
ing at the wire made the bulf in 1:01%. 


Uhlan Carries Lewis Along. 

At all events the horses were at the three- 
quarters in 1:3154;-all hands agreeing on this 
and without a falter they came home in 
2:084%. Until within 100 yards of the wire 
Uhlan continued to pull the load, Lewis For- 
rest not taking jt until the mile practically 
was.over. 

There was tremendous applause when the 
Official announcement was made, and after 
the pair pulled up and Tanner jogged them 
back past the grandstand the cheering was 
renewed. After driving his champions tothe 
barn and seeing they were being properly 
cooled out, Tanner said to me: 

‘Well, you saw how it was done, and you 
know why Uhlan was put on the “‘off’’ side. 
All that remains to be said is that the horses 
were given a perfectly evem hitch before the 
start, every buckle and strap being the same, 
and there was no advantage inthe whiffietree 
adjustments. Uhlan took the load from the 
jump and his nose was in front alb the way 
until right at the finish. That is why he was 
tired and Lewis Forrest fresh as a daisy when 
we pulled up.” 


Record Pleases Mr. Billings. 
Billings naturally was pleased but all 
‘*‘There is a pole mark for them 
to shoot at. Lewis Forrest certainly did all 
we expected of him. I had directed that he 
be sent to New York City for saddle use, but 
now he is such a star we will have to keep 
him in the bandwagon awhile.’’
